how general is its support. It was twenty- 
six years ago that an earlier reform plan, 
started by the booksellers at their convention 
at Put-in-Bay, in 1874, was put into practice 
with the co-operation of the leading publish- 
ers, who, at a convention at Niagara Falls, 
in 1875, joined with the booksellers in form- 
ing the American Book-Trade Association. Of 
this organization a second convention was 
held at Philadelphia in 1876, at the time of 
the Centennial Exposition, when a plan of 
operations was adopted which was criticised

soon came to naught, as it was not coupled 
with a corresponding reduction in the price 
ot books, and so was ill-received by the pub- 
lic, and also was not maintained with the 
necessary vigor and rigor by the trade itself.

The evils from which the American book- 


trade had heen suffering for five years or 
more before and for twenty-five years after 
1876, were not confined to this side of the 
water, but were general in all book-produc- 
ing countries. One was that as a 
book was an individual and distinctive pro- 
duct on which a stated price was placed, it 
was very easy to make a book the basis of 
underselling advertising, while the slight cost

The German book 
trade has always had a strong organization, 
and it was natural enough that there the first 
really successful movement for booktrade re- 
form should birth, The German 
plan of reform has been set forth many times 
in THE PusBLisHerS’ WEEKLY, and most ably, 
perhaps, in the paper of Mr. William Heine- 
mann, the well-known London publisher, to 
which Mr. Nichols and which was 
summarized in THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY of 
August 21, 1897. Mr. Heinemann himself 
became the apostle of a similar movement in 
England which has resulted in a strong or- 
ganization of publishers and booksellers, re- 
spectively, throughout the United Kingdom, 
and a reform plan closely similar to that

On this principle is founded the Reform 
Resolution No, 1, which Mr. Nichols de- 
scribes as the major premise of the move- 
ment. Probably no movement for reform in 
the book trade could unless it

principle were rigorously upheld in practice. 
There has been some criticism of the manner 
of putting the reform into operation and in- 
ducing general co-operation, to some extent 
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on the part of publishers who for years have 
been on record as in favor of such a move- 
ment but who failed to co-operate promptly 
in the present plan. Mr. Nichols expresses 
his regrets on his part, for any feeling he 
may have unmeaningly caused, and his dis- 
claimer should go far to allay any feeling of 
the kind. 

Of course, the one serious criticism of the 
plan as carried out is the “boycott” of the 
books of publishers who have not joined the 
as to which there can certainly 
argument on both sides. It is 
natural that booksellers would feel that they 
could not afford to stock up or press sales in 
the case of books whose publishers did not 
maintain prices on which they based discounts 
and so cut the ground from under the book- 
sellers’ This is the natural result of 
unwise publishing methods, now emphasized 
by the adherence of nearly all the leading 
publishers to the reform plan. To go far- 
ther than this is inviting opposition, and has 
raised questions, as indicated in correspond- 
ence that recently appeared in THE Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY. Be that as it may, for the 
first time in many years the book trade has 
been put on a sound business basis which 
should restore it to the position which it 
stould hold in the comraunity, and the trade 
skould appreciate without dissent the service 
done by those who have contributed to this 
result.

THE REFORM MOVEMENT AND THE 
AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ 
ASSOCIATION, 


In view of the published and otherwise 
current criticisms of the reform movement in 
the booktrade, and the criticism of the means 
by which it is being carried out successfully, 
perhaps a few suggestions would be accept- 
able at the present time. 

The reform movement undertaken in this 
country more than two years ago, as was 
then clearly stated, was founded upon the 
same general principles as the German re- 
form movement, which was inaugurated in 
1877, and which has successfully restored the 
general booktrade of Germany to a reason- 
ably satisfactory basis. 

The essential principle of the German re- 
form movement was, that in case any book- 
seller should cut the fixed price of a book, 
all publishers and all jobbers should discon- 
tinue the supply of books to such bookseller, 
unless he could give a satisfactory explana- 
tion of his conduct; and, on the other hand, 
it was agreed among booksellers that if any 
publisher should supply his books to a book- 
seller, to whom the Boersenverein had cut 
off the supply of books by reason of his de- 
clining to maintain retail prices, every reput-

able bookseller in Germany would refuse to 
stock the books of such publisher; and if a 
wholesale agent or jobber should supply such 
price cutter, the whole of his business would 
be immediately transferred to a rival firm. 

This principle was plainly stated by Mr. 
William Heinemann in the paper which he 
read in London before the Associated Book- 
sellers of Great Britain and Ireland in April, 
1895. This paper was reprinted, with the per- 
mission of Mr. Heinemann, by the Consoli- 
dated Retail Booksellers, and mailed to all 
publishers and booksellers in this country in 
the fail of 1900. 

At the same time that this pamphlet was 
mailed to booksellers and publishers a cir- 
cular letter was enclosed to each, directing 
attention to the essential principle of the Ger- 
man reform movement, and suggesting that 
it was proposed to reform the American book- 
trade on similar lines. 

There was also enclosed with the circular 
letter, and with the copy of Mr. Heinemann’s 
address, an application for membership in the 
American Booksellers’ Association. In order 
that the association might come together on 
a common ground, four questions were asked 
in each application, and answered by each of 
the 800 applicants for membership in the 
American Booksellers’ Association, including 
several publishers who also maintain retail 
bookstores. 

The second of these questions in the appli- 
cation for membership in the American Book- 
sellers’ Association was as follows: 

“Tf all, or nearly all; of the prominent pub- 
lishers will enter into an agreement with an 
American Booksellers’ Association to sell 
their new copyrighted publications only to 
such dealers as agree to maintain the list 
price of all new copyrighted books, published 
after a given date, will you give your support 
to them, and decline to buy, to keep in stock, 
or to offer for sale the books of any pub- 
lisher who refuses his co-operation in the 
maintenance of retail prices?” 

To this question practically every applicant 
for membership in the American Booksellers’ 
Association answered yes. 

Now the substance of Reform Resolution 
No. 1, of which we have heard considerable 
of late, is simply a re-statement of the prin- 
ciple underlying the German reform move- 
ment, which had subsequently been extended 
to Austria, Belgium, England, France and 
Switzerland. Moreover, Reform Resolution 
No. I is simply a re-statement of the principle 
involved in question No, 2 of the application 
for membership in the American Booksellers’ 
Association. 

Reform Resolution No. 1 is the major 
premise upon which this whole reform move- 
ment is*founded. If this principle should be 
eliminated from the reform movement, it 
would quickly come to an end. 

When the Organization Committee of the 
American Booksellers’ Association called upon 
the leading publishers of this city, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and asked their co-opera-~ 
tion in this reform movement, the essential 
principle of Reform Resolution No. I was. 
stated to all of these publishers as the major 
premise upon which it was proposed to es~ 
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tablish the reform. To the publishers called 
upon it was proposed that if they would 
unite the leading publishers in an agreement 
to issue their books at fixed prices, and to 
require all dealers to maintain those prices, 
by declining to supply their books to any 
dealer who should fail to maintain the prices, 
the Organization Committee of the Book- 
scllers’ Association would, on its part, un- 
dertake to unite the leading booksellers of the 
country in an agreement not to handle the 
books of any publisher who should decline 
to co-operate in this reform movement. 

After the American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion had been duly organized by the adoption 
of a constitution and by-laws, and by the 
election of officers, an executive committee 


and an advisory board, the association was ; 


convened in a general 
24th of July, 1901. At that convention the 
resolution known as Reform Resolution No. 
I was unanimously adopted. It simply re- 
stated the principle of the German reform 
movement, which was the proposition made 
te the leading publishers when they were 
asked to co-operate in this reform, and the 
proposition to which all members of the 
American Booksellers’ Association had sub- 
scribed when they made application for mem- 
bership. After this reform resolution had 
been adopted by the convention it was sub- 
mitted to the Advisory Board for their crit- 
icism, and in order that it might be thor- 
oughly understood. Having been unani- 
mously approved by the members of the Ad- 
visory Board, this Reform Resolution No. 1 
was submitted to the members of the then 
duly organized American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation for their final approval or rejection. 
More than go per cent. of the members voted 
for the adoption of the resolution, and only 
three members voted against it. 

During all the process of the development 
of this reform movement Reform Resolution 
No. 1 has been variously stated and restated 
as the major premise on which this reform 
movement is founded. and this resolution has 
been published and republished in various 
trade papers of the general booktrade during 
the past two years. 

At the present time 74 prominent publish- 
ers have joined the American Publishers’ 
Association and are cordially co-operating 
with us in this reform movement. It is true 
that certain of these publishers have only re- 
cently joined the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation. This was evidently due to the 
fact that they at first did not fully under- 
stand the object and scope of the reform 
movement and the lines on which it was pro- 
pesed to be carried out. Now that matters 
have been fully explained to them, they are 
cordially co-operating with us in the reform. 

I must apologize for having intruded upon 
your valuable space at such length; but I do 
so, since certain publishers who have not yet 
joined the Publishers’ Association seem to re- 
gard the recent re-statement of Reform Reso- 
lution No. 1, and the effort of the Secretary 
of the American Booksellers’ Association to 
explain to them the lines upon which this re- 
form movement is being carried on, as an

effort to coerce them. On the contrary, it js 
by no means intended to be a coercive meas- 
ure. It cannot be considered a_ coercive 
measure, since it is the major premise upon 
which we have cordially invited the co-opera- 
tion of all booksellers and all publishers, in- 
cluding those who are offended, and because 
it is the principle upon which the whole re- 
iorm movement is founded. 

Those publishers who have failed to co- 
operate with us in this reform movement 
must be considered as having held aloof 
from the reform movement, or as having 
withheld their co-operation, for the reason 
that they prefer the present destructive 
methods of unfair, unreasonable and _ indis- 
criminate price cutting to such a reasonable 
readjustment of prices as will fairly protect 
the interests of all concerned. 

The recent efforts of the Secretary of the 
American Booksellers’ Association to make 
these matters plain to all publishers who have 
not yet joined the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation must not be considered as an effort 
to coerce publishers into joining the Ameri- 
can Publishers’ Association. Indeed, the 
Secretary has persistently explained to all 
publishers that it was not the wish of the 
American Booksellers’ Association to 
them into joining the American Publishers’ 
Association. Moreover, he has explained to 
the publishers on whom he has been re- 
quested to call that it would not be possible 
for the members of the Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion to coerce any publisher into joining the 
American Publishers’ Association, for the 
reason that that organization is a voluntary 
membership association to which members 
must be elected by ballot. Thus when we 
hear or read of the “tyrannical Publishers’ 
Association” attempting to coerce other pub- 
lishers to join that organization, we know 
that this expression is due entirely to a mis- 
apprehension on the part of such publishers 
as have so far seemed unwilling to take such 
reasonable measures for the protection of the 
retail booktrade as have been taken by the 
leading publishers in this country. 

As a matter of fact the managers of the 
Publishers’ Association strenuously object to 
admitting to membership in their association

| any publisher who admits that he is making 


application for membership because he feels 
compelled to do so on account of a boycott 
of his books by the members of the Ameri- 
can Booksellers’ Association. The managers 
of the American Publishers’ Association have 
expressly stated their wishes not to admit to 
membership in their association any publisher 
who is joining for any other reason than a 
genuine interest in the success of this reform 
movement. 

lf the Secretary of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association has given any offence to 
any publisher, in his recent zealous efforts 
plainly to present these facts, he sincerely 
regrets his inability plainly to state the facts, 
o: the inability or unwillingness of the one 
or two offended publishers who have failed 
to comprehend the facts when plainly stated.

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KIPLING SUES AGAIN. 


Rupyarp Kip.inc’s suit for $25,000 dam- 

ages against the firm of G, P. Putnam’s 
Sons, for infringement of copyright and 
trademark, came up for argument on No- 
vember 12, before the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, on Kipling’s appeal from 
Judge Lacombe’s decision against him. The 
case was originally heard by Judge Lacombe, 
ot the United States Circuit Court, who de- 
cided against the English author. The latter 
then got a writ of error, and carried the case 
up, 
— L. Hill, in arguing for Mr. Kipling, 
said that at the time the critical sickness of 
the author in New York and the death of his 
little girl were exciting intense interest in 
him and his works, the defendants decided 
“to shake the tree and get all the apples thev 
could,’ and that the Brushwood edition tol- 
lowed. He believed the intention was to 
forestall the sale of the Outward Bound edi- 
dion, the authorized edition. 

Stephen H. Olin, for G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
said that the publishers had attempted no de- 
ceit whatever, and that only fifteen sets had 
borne the elephant’s head and autograph, 
which the plaintiff says were used to give 
the edition the color of an authorized edition 
That these fifteen were bound in buckram, 
and in no way resembled the Outward Bound 
oz authorized edition, and that his clients had 
nade up the Brushwood edition by binding 
leaves purchased from Kipling’s authorized 
publisher, together with cther matter not 
copyrighted. There was, he declared, no real 
ccmplete American edition of Kipling’s 
works at that time, and there could be, there- 
fore, no infringement. The elephant’s head 
and autograph were placed on the fifteen 
sets at the suggestion of the binder, and 
with no idea of injuring Mr. Kipling’s Out- 
ward Bound edition sale. 

The Court reserved decision. 


WORK OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
CONGRESS OF PUBLISHERS. 


Tue Executive Committee of the Interna- 
tional Congress of Publishers held a meeting 
at Berne on the oth and roth of October. 
The president, A. Brockhaus, and R. Fouret, 
E. Bruylant and H. Morel were present. F. 
Bruneti¢re and J. Murray sent letters regret- 
ting their inability to attend. 

After the presentation of the first annual 
report of the Permanent Office established by 
the Congress at Berne, and the examination of 
the treasurer’s report, the committee decided 
to add the balance in hand to the guarantee 
fund organized by Mr. Fairholme, of Lon- 
don. The national associations contributing 
to the expenses of the Permanent Office be- 
long to the following countries: Austria, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, England, France, Germany, 
Holland, Hungary, Italy, Norway, Spain, 
Sweden, Switzerland and the United States. 

After settling different questions relating 
to the administration of the bureau, the com- 
mittee considered the resolutions passed at 
the four sessions of the congress. The carry- 
ing out of the resolutions concerning authors’

rights were approved. These resolutions re- 
late to (1) the adhesion of Austria, Hun- 
gary, Russia and the Netherlands to the 
Berne Convention; (2) the improvement of 
the international protection in the United 
States; and (3) the communication to the 
different governments of the resolutions 
passed by the congress at its several sessions, 
in view of the improvement of the national 
and international protection of the authors’ 
and publishers’ rights. 

The committee also approved the proceed- 
ings of the bureau with reference to the 
preparation and execution of other resolu- 
tions, such as duty on books, postal service, 
maintenance of the published price, new 
forms, music trade, relations to the press, 
metric system, “overs” in printing, substitu- 
tion of parcels, solid packing, on the use of 
the word “edition.” 

Other resolutions passed at the different 
sessions were also discussed by the commit- 
tee, and resolutions referring to the manner 
of putting them into execution were adopted. 
The resolutions referred to are: national 
bibliographies, catalogues of books, profes- 
sional schools and classes, interchange of 
documents between the different publishers’ 
associations, technical libraries and the inter- 
change and lending of catalogues. 

The fifth session of the congress will take 
place at Milan at the end of May or begin- 
ning of June, 1903. 


EXHIBITION OF ARTISTIC BOOK- 
BINDINGS. 

CHARLES ScCRIBNER’S Sons are holding their 
anual exhibition of fine bindings this week, 
and will continue it until the roth inst. They 
heve, as usual, secured an interesting lot of 
books, all bound by masters of the art of 
bookbinding in this country as well as 
abroad. Eleven countries are represented— 
Belgium and Sweden, each by one book- 
binder, Denmark by three, England by twen- 
ty.

Book retailing, likewise, is a business by 
itself, and requires the whole attention of 
those conducting it, would they achieve suc- 
Right here let me say that the business 
of selling books only at retail is not in these 
days a success, as you know. No man ex- 
pecting to make a living by the retailing of 
books and nothing else would succeed, for 
the Department Stores, with their cut prices, 
_- ig eo the book retailing business — that 

the business of retailing books alone. In 
the * ‘good old times,” when full retail prices 
were obtained the retailing of books alone 
was profitable: but the Department Stores 
have changed all that. 

I have often doubted the shrewdness and 
wisdom, if not to say business ability of our 
greatest book publishers in entering into the 
business of retailing books, stationery and 
fancy goods, which is a business by itself. I 
venture to say there never was a book pub- 
lishing house that undertook the retailing of 
books but what, all things considered, netted 
a loss. The great house of D. Appleton & 
Co., which added a retail branch to their pub- 
lishing business, discontinued it, as they 
found it unprofitable, their legitimate business 
being that of book publishing and not book 
retailing. The English book publishers live 
up to the good old rule, “Live and let live’— 
that is, in letting others live as well as them- 
selves. Yes, they practice, and wisely, too, 
concentration—one thing at a time. In so 
doing they show their wisdom. So, Mr. Edi- 
tor, permit me to say that, instead of regret- 
ting the good sense shown by our old friend 
Coates, by his action in discontinuing a busi- 
ness which does not properly belong to him 
a3 a publisher, we should show “sentimental” 
joy and pat him on the back for acting so
